Mr. Byrnes, in reply, said they 
hed no proposals for peace con- 
erence rules of procedure. How

‘arn the conference into a rubber 
stamp? he asked. 


ARGUMENT 


The Soviet Minister answered 
that the Treaties would go to this 
General Commission before going 
to the Conference Plenary Session 
—therefore the Plenary Session 
would become a mere rubber 
stamp 

M. Molotov declared, in what 
became a lengthy argument, that 
the suggested General Commis- 
sion would meet in closed session, 
and he criticised this procedure. 

Mr. Byrnes snapped back with 
the proposal that the Ministers 
should, suggest that all meetings 
of the peace conference be open 
to the public. He pledged US. 
support for such a policy. 

In a long attack on the Soviet 
attitude on rules of procedure, 
Mr. Bevin said he would not be 
party to any proposal binding on 
the peace conference. 

Conference observers declared 
tonight it seemed obvious that 
M. Molotov had received “ ironclad 
instructions from Moscow not 
to let invitations be issued until 
rules of r had

7 Oz. Of Bread For Every Meal 
Cafe Loaves 


By Soviet Cut By Half 


ESTAURANTS are to have their bread supplies cut 


catering establishments, 
canteens. 


Here are the details: — 

RESTAURANTS will receive 
one-third of a bread unit per meal, 
or 2} o. 

Two-thirds ot a B. U. will ve 
allowed. however, for each sub- 
sidiary meal and one-sixth B. U. 
per other meal. This allowance 
is intended to help the work of 
caterers doing a considerable 
trade in sandwiches and snacks. 

CANTEENS: Category A indus- 
trial canteens, which include those 
serving the heaviest types of 
manual labour. will receive 7 oz 
of bread per meal. 

Roadside pull-ups and other 
canteens serving packed meals 
will also get 7 oz. 


HOTELS, INSTITUTIONS: The 
allowance will be nine B.U. per 
resident-week (the normal adult 
ration) and 2} oz. per meal for 
non-residents. 

If, however, many of the resi- 
dents are adolescents or heavy 
workers, application can be made 
to the Food Office for extra 
supplies. 

Commenting on the new scale, 
an official of Messrs. J. Lyons 
and Co. said: “The figures 
appear to indicate a cut of 50 per 
cent. for cater! establishments.” 

Mr. L. Griff Harris, secre- 
tary of the Caterers’ Association, 
said: “It is all very complicated 
and adds intolerably to the work 
of carers.”

The new iait, without men- 
tioning these articles specifically, 
seems to indicate that they might 
come under the Flour Confection- 
ery Order, No. 418. 

But Order 418 definitely ex- 
cludes from the term flour con- 
fectionery “ any product contain- 
ing a filling of meat or fish.” 

So pies, sausage rolls and fish 
cakes are outside the bread 
rationing scheme. 


Another interesting point dis- 
closed is that oatmeal, semolina 
and malt flour preparations are 
outside the scope of the scheme. 


When rationing gets under way 
all. traders, establishments and 
manufacturers will have to send 
returns to the Food Offices every 
eight weeks showing B.U. pur- 
chases, sales and stocks. 

They must also send in details 
of all flour and meal which they 
have in stock on the day before 
rationing begins.

WHO GOT 
WHEAT? 


Fim the first half of 


this year the export- 

ing nations had just 
under 12,000,000 tons of 
wheat available for ship- 
ment to the needy coun- 
tries. Where has all this 
wheat gone? 


Mr. Anthony Eden put that 
question in a speech at Wel- 
lington, Shropshire, yesterday. 

He said that the figure of 
12,000,000 tons available was given 
in the Ministry of Food’s own 
White Paper last February. We 
had a right to know what propor- 
tions of it went to the various 
countries. 

“This wheat,” he added, is 
enough to provide a ration, on 
the basis of that proposed for 
ourselves, for 235 millions of 
people fom six months, without 
taking into account the contri- 
butions the countries to which 
it is exported can make for 
themselves. 

“The Minister in his White 
Paper also showed that the wheat- 
producing countries were esti- 
mated to have in stock in June 
this year 
in August, 1938. 7 
“What has happened aa those 
2,000,000 tons? Are they still in 
the wheat-exporting countries? 
Presumably not. If not, where 
has that wheat gone? Which 
countries have received it? 

“The least that the Govern- 
ment can do is to publish all the 
facts.” 


Last Chance, 
Indians Warned 


Maulana Abul Kalam Azad, out- 
going president of Congress, told 
the All-India Congress Com- 
mittee yesterday that if they did 
not accept the British Cabinet 
Mission’s long-term plan for 
India “it may not be possible at 
a later date to secure a proposal 
acceptable to us.” 

“Our main demands have been 
accepted by the British Cabinet.” 
Maulana Azad declared The 
British plan makes it clear beyond 
all doubt that India shall remain 
an undivided single unit with a 
strong central government.” 

Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, who 
took over formally as* Congress 
president, told the committee that 
India stood at the most delicate 
moment in her history.’’—Reuter.
